HISTORY. 

This  Normal  School  was  established  by  the  State  Board  of  Education, 
in  compliance  with  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  j 
in  1890— '91,  to  educate  and   train    teachers    to  teach  in  the    Public! 
I  Schools  of  the  State.    Therefore  the  purpose  of  this  Normal  School  is] 
«  to  educate,  train  and  prepare  teachers,  in  all  the  fundamental  branches- 
1  Arithmetic,  Grammar,    Spelling,   Reading,  Geography,   History  and  j 
Writing— and  as  the  school  advances  additional  advantages  will  be  af 
forded.    Book-Keeping,    Civil  Government  and  a  work  on  Pedagogics  j 
have  been  added  to  the  course  of  study. 

Tlie  school  closed  its  fourtli  annual  session,  May  81,  1895.    The  ses-i 
sion  was  the  most  successful  one  in  the  history  of  the  school.     The  en- 
rollment is  the  largest,  with  one  exception,  of  the  six  State  Novmar 
Schools.  Since  its  establishment  there  have  been  in    attendance  269  dif-j 
ferent  students,  who  represent  20  counties.    A   potent   and   bejieflcial 
influence  is  being  exerted  by  tlie  Normal  in  this  part  of  the  State.  Many 
of  the  students  teach  school  in  their  own  counties  and  in  others  to  getj 
money  to  support  themselves  in   school.     When    they    cannot  secure] 
[^  schools,  they  do  other  work  in  order  that   they  may  prepare  themselves  g 
efficiently  for  their  life  work— teaching  the  youth  of  the  race. 

LOCATION. 

The  school  is  located  at  Elizabeth  City,  Pasquotank  County,   North 
Carolina.    The  town  is  very  quiet,  healthful  and  progressive  along  ed- 
ucational and  business  lines.     In  the  near  future,   an  eighty-thousand  | 
dj  dollar  Cotton  Factory  will  be  in   operation   in   tliis  town.     Elizabeth  | 
i  City  is  the  metropolis  of  the  First  Judicial  District, having  a  population  P 
of  more  than  six  thousand.    The  accessibility  of  the  town   by  Rail- 
road and  Steamboats,  and  the  friendly  relation  that  exists  between  the 
white  people  and  the  colored,  make    it  a  very  desirable  location  for  a 
school  of  its  kind. 

THE   BUILDING 

In  which  the  Normal  School  is  taught  is  called  the  "Old  Normal 
School  Building."  The  property  belongs  to  the  people  of  Elizabeth 
City. 

TUITION. 

Tuition  is  free  to  all  applicants  who  are  admitted  as   students.    Tlie 
State  pays  the  tuition  for  all  who  attend  the  school.

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ELIZABETH  CITY  STATE  COLORED   NORMAL  SCHOOL. 

HISTORY. 

n  This  Normal  School  was  established  by  the  State  Board  of 
Education,  in  compliance  with  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  North  Carolina  in  1890-'91,  to  educate  and  train  teachers  to 
teach  in  the  Public  Schools  of  the  State.  Therefore  the  purpose 
of  this  Normal  School  is  to  educate,  train  and  ^repa?'e  teachers, 
in  all  the  fundamental  branches — Arithmetic,  Gframmar,  Spell- 
ing, Reading,  Geography,  History  and  Writing— and  as  the 
school  advances  additional  advantages  will  be  afforded.  Book- 
Keeping,  Civil  Government  and  another  work  on  Pedagogics 
have  been  added  to  the  course  of  study. 

The  school  closed  its  fifth  annual  session,  May  29th,  1896. 
The  session  was  the  most  successful  one  within  the  history  of  the 
school.  The  enrollment  is  the  largest,  with  one  exception,  of 
the  six  State  Normal  Schools.  Since  its  establishment,  there 
have  been  In  attendance  320  different  students,  who  represent 
24  counties.  A  potent  and  beneficial  influence  is  being  exerted 
by  the  Normal  in  this  part  of  the  State.  Many  of  the  students 
teach  school  in  their  own  counties  and  in  others  to  get  money 
to  support  themselves  in  school.  When  they  cannot  secure 
schools,  they  do  other  work  in  order  that  they  may  prepare 
themselves  efficiently  for  their  life  work — teaching  the  youth  of 
the  race. 

LOCATION. 

The  school  is  located  at  Elizabeth  City,  Pasquotank  County, 
North  Carolina.  The  town  is  very  quiet,  healthful  and  pro- 
gressive along  educational  and  business  lines.  In  the  near 
future,  an  eighty  thousand  dollar  Cotton  Factory  will  be  in 
operation  in  this  town.  Elizabeth  City  is  the  metropolis  of  the 
First  Judicial  District,  having  a  population  of  about  eight 
thousand.  The  accessibility  of  the  town  by  Railroad  and 
Steamboats,  and  the  friendly  relation  that  exists  between  the 
white  and  the  colored  people,  make  it  a  very  desirable  location 
for  a  school  of  its  kind. 

THE   BUILDING 

In  which  the  Normal  School  is  taught  is  called  the  "  Old  Normal 
School  Building."  The  property  belongs  to  the  people  of 
f:iizabeth  City. 
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TUITION. 

Tuition  is  free  to  all  applicants  who  are  admitted  as  students. 

BOARD  AND  OTHER  EXPENSES. 

There  are  excellent  private  families  here  with  whom  Normal 
School  Students  can  obtain  board,  including  furnished  room, 
fuel  and  lights,  also  young  men's  laundrying,  at  very  reasonable 
rates,  ranging  from  $6.00  to  $7.00  per  calendar  month.  Young 
ladies  may  do  their  own  washing.  There  are  also  families  who 
provide  for  students  that  prefer  to  club  and  furnish  their  own 
provisions.  As  a  rule,  I  do  not  recommend  this  plan,  but  where 
parents  have  their  own  produce,  and  money  is  scarce,  no  objec- 
tion will  be  offered.  Board  must  be  paid  promptly  at  the  end 
of  each  month,  unless  satisfactory  arrangement  is  made  with 
the  Landlord  and  the  Principal  for  a  few  days  of  "grace."  No 
student  will  be  admitted,  unless  he  or  she  boards  in  a  respect- 
able FAMILY.  There  has  been  no  trouble  where  the  Principal 
was  consulted  before  students  entered  school.  Write  to  the 
Principal  to  secure  a  boarding  place  before  you  enter  school. 
All  students  will  be  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  Prin- 
cipal, who  will  be  assisted  by  the  teachers,  in  order  that  the 
students  may  be  influenced  to  conduct  themselves  as  ladies 
and  gentlemen  at  all  times. 

In  case  students  have  all  their  books  to  buy,  they  will  not 
vcost  more  than  from  $3  to  $5  per  session,  including  stationery. 

HOW   TO    SEND    MONEY. 

All  money  to  pay  students'  board  and  other  expenses,  should 
Tae  sent  by  Registered  Letter,  Check  or  Money  Order,  to  the 
Principal,  or  in  care  of  State  Normal  School. 

REQUIREMENS   FOR   ADMISSION. 

All  Applicants  must  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of  good, 
moral  character  by  presenting  a  recommendation,  or  otherwise, 
and  consent  to  be  governed  by  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of 
"the  School. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  Preparatory  Class  is  the  lowest, 
and  in  order  to  be  admitted  to  it,  applicants  must  comply  with 
the  following  requirements : 

1.  Be  fifteen  years  old.  There  may  be  a  slight  deviation  from 
this  requirement. 

2.  Be  able  to  Write  legibly. 

3.  Be  able  to  Read  sufficiently  well  to  begin  in  Holmes'  Fifth 
Reader. 
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4.  Be  able  to  do  sums  in  Addition,  Subtraction,  Multiplica- 
j  tion.  Division,  and  have  some  knowlege  of  common  fractions. 

5.  Be  able  to  name  and  define  the  Parts  of  Speech  in  English 
Grammar,  and  to  analyze  a  simple  sentence. 

6.  Be  able  to  answer  fairly  well  easy  questions  on  Greography. 

DISCIPLINE. 

The  Normal  proposes  to  secure  a  discipline  founded  upon  gen- 
tlemanly and  ladylike  behaviour.  Students  are  treated  as 
ladies  and  gentlemen,  and  they  will  be  taught  by  frequent 
*'talks"  and  monthly  lectures,  to  be  moral  and  virtuous,  courte- 
ous, honest  and  upright,  to  the  end  that  they  may  make  good 
citizens.  It  is  simple  justice  to  the  students,  as  well  as  a 
pleasure  to  the  teachers,  for  me  to  say  that  a  majority  of  the 
students  were  faithful  and  loyal  to  whatever  regulations  we 
made  for  the  best  interest  of  the  school. 

The  general  management  of  the  School  is  vested  in  the  Local 
Board  of  Managers  and  the  Principal,  the  former  being  ap- 
pointed by  the  State  Board  of  Education.  The  united  efforts 
of  the  Managers,  the  Instructors,  the  Students,  and  the  patri- 
otic Citizens  of  Elizabeth  City  will  make  this  School  a  very 
valuable  and  useful  institution. 

PERSONS  PURPOSING  TO  ENTER 

May  do  so  at  any  timk  during  the  session.  However,  it  is 
urged  that  students  enter  at  the  beginning  of  the  session. 
And  it  is  hoped  that  students  will  comply  with  this  request  as 
near  as  practicable.  The  Principal  will  aid  competent  and 
worthy  students  in  securing  schools  to  teach  in  the  various 
counties  whenever  his  assistance  is  desired.

HISTORY. 

!  This  Norma^  School  was  established  by  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion in  compliance  with  an  Act  of  the  Generial  Assembly  ot  North 
Carolina  in.l89L  The  School  was  organized  January  4,  1892.  The 
first  session  lasted  five  months,  during  which  time  sixty-nine  students 
were  enrolled,  representing  nine  counties  The  school  now  numbers 
about  four  hundred  students,  r^^presenting  twenty-five  counties  Of 
this  number  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  are  qualified  to  do 
efficient  work  as  teachers  in  the  Public  Schools  of  the  State.  The 
School  closed  its  sixth  annual  session,  May  28th,  1897.  The  session 
was  an  exceptionally  prosperous  and  harmonious  one  along  all  lines 
The  School  has  exerted  a  potent  and  helpful  influence  in  the  Eastern 
'part  of  the  State. 

LOCATION. 

The  School  is  located  in  Elizabeth  City,  Pasquotank  County,  North 
iCarolina,  in  a  healthy  and  beautiful  part  of  the  town  and  within  five 
minutes  walk  of  the  post  office.  The  town  is  situated  on  the  west 
bank  of  the  Pasquotank  river,  and  on  the  N.  &  S.  R.  R.,  and  it  can  be 
reached  daily  by  Railroad  and  Steamboats  from  all  points  on  the 
Pamlico  and  Albemarle  sounds,  and  on  the  Chowan,  Rjanoke  and 
Neuse  rivers.  Thus,  with  easy  accessibility,  and  with  a  rapidly  in- 
creasing interest  in  favor  of  general  education,  and  business  enterprises, 
together  with  a  large  element  of  Negro  Youth  in  the  town  and  through-

: Normal  School.

There  are  nice  private  families  here  with  whom  State  Normal 
Students  can  procure  board,  furnished  rooms,  fuel,  lights  and  laundry- 
iHng  for  young  men  at  rates  ranging  from  |0  to  $7  per  calendar   month. 
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Great  painii  will  be  taken  to  secure  board  in  the  best  families.  Youug 
ladies  do  their  own  laundrying^.  There  are  also  families  whq  provide 
for  students  that  desire  to  club  and  furnish  their  own  provisions. 

Board  bills  must  be  paid  promptly  at  the  end  of  each  month,  unless 
satisfactory  arrrangement  is  made  with  the  landlord  and  the  Principal 
of  the  School  for  a  few  days  of  "grace."  No  person  will  be  admitted 
as  a  student,  unless  he  or  she  boards  in  a  respectable  famUy.  Write  to 
the  Principal,  who  will  take  pleasure  in  making  necessary  arrange 
ments.

THE  GENERAL  AIM  OF  THE  SCHOOL. 

The  design  of  the  Elizabeth  City  State  Normal  School  is  to  educate 
and  train  young  men  and  women  in  the  best  possible  manner  to  teach 
the  Public  Schools  of  North  Carolina.  In  order  to  accomplish  this 
end  there  must  be  a  thorough  knowledge,  first,  of  all  the  fundamental 
branches  of  study  required  to  be  taught  in  the  Public  Schools;  second, 
a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  best  methods  of  teaching  these  branches, 
and  of  organizing  and  governing  schools;  and,  third,  there  must  be 
formed  right  habit-i  of  thinking  and  acting.

All  Applicants  must  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of  good  moral 
character  by  presenting  to  the  Principal  a  recommendation,  or  other- 
wise, and  consent  to  be  governed  by  the  Rales  and  Regulations  of  the 
School.  Persons  desiring  to  become  students  of  the  Normal  School 
should  note  that  the  Preparatory  Class  is  the  lowest,  and,  in  order  to 
be  admitted  to  it,  applicants  must,  also,  comply  with  the  following 
requirements: 

1.  Be  fifteen  years  of  age.  There  may  be  slight  deviations  from  this 
requirement. 

2.  Be  able  to  write  legibly. 
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'    3.  Be  able  to  read  sufficiently  well  to  begin  in  Holmes'  Fifth  Reader. 

4.  Be  able  to  do  sums  in  Addition,  Substraction,  Multiplication  and 
Division  and  haye  some  knowledge  of  Common  Fractions. 

5.  Be  able  to   name  and    define   the   parts    of   speech    in    English 
Grammar,  and  to  analyze  a  simple  sentence. 

6.  Be  able  to  answer  fairly  well  eas}'  questions  on  Geography.

The  Normal  proposes  to  secure  a  discipline  founded  upon  gentle- 
ifnianly  and  ladylike  behaviour.  All  students  are  treated  as  ladies 
and  gentlemen  and  they  are  taught  by  frequent  "Talks,"  Lectures  and 
iiKight  Living  to  be  moral  and  virtuous,  courteous,  honest  and  upright, 
to  the  end  that  they  may  dignify  and  honor  the  teaching  profession, 
(and  make  good  and  intelligent  American  citizens.  It  is  simple  justice

The  Training  School  contains  pupils  in  the  Primary  and  Inter- 
mediate Departments.

Intermediate  Department: — Third  and  Fourth  Reader  Grades 

1  he  Fourth  Reader  Grade  students  will  pursue  some  of  the  Prepar- 
latory  Class  studies.  Each  grade  is  limited  as  to  number  of  pupils  in 
order  that  the  student-teacher  may  have  a  fair  opportunity  to  gain 
■kill  in  management  before  he  assumes  the  responsibility  of  larger 
classes. 

The  work  in  the  Practice  School  is  designed  to  prepare  teachers  for 
the  Public  Schools  (fNoith  Carolina.  Very  much  of  the  teaching 
will  be  done  by  the  students  in  the  "Senior  and  Professional  classes 
'under  the  immediate  S'lpervision  of  a  skillful  and  experienced  teacher 
who  will  be  held  responsinle  for  the  progress  and  deportment  of  the 
pupils  in  the  Practice  School  while  the  Principal  of  the  Normal  will 
superintend  the  entire  worK. 

In  this  school  the  students  of  the  Senior  and  Professional  classes  will 
ibe  afforded  an  opportunity  to  manifest  theii  aptitude  to  teach  and  to 
apply  the  methods  and  principles  Icrned  in  the  other  professional 
work
